IRELAND FREE. 


Republic to. Have Its 
Own Great Seal. 


TO ADVISE KING. 


Important Decision Follows 
Minister's Visit to London. 
Dublin, Yesterday. 
It 8 officially announced in 
Dublin that the Irish Free State 
will henceforth advise the King 
direct on matters of external ad- 
ministration and pousess its own 
Great Seal, which the King shall 
affix to all documents hitherto 
senled with the Great Seal of tho 
Realm. 


The Free State at preaent is 
alone among the Dominions pos. 
sessing ‘a separate seal. The an- 
nouncement follows a recent visit 
of Mr. Patrick McGilligan, 
Minister for External Affairs, to 
His Mnjesty at Buckinghnm 
Palace.—Reuter. 


[The Irish = Free State 
(Saorstat Bireann) waa granted 
the status as on independent 
Dominion in 1920, when an Act 
Was passed under which ecparate 
Parliaments were sect up for 
“Southern Ireland’ (26 coun. 
ties) and “Northern Ireland” 
(Six _ counties). The Ulster 
Unionists accepted this scheme, 
and the Northern Parliament was 
duly elected on May 24, 1921, and 
opened by the King in person in 
the following June. The rest of 
Ireland, however, having _ pro- 
claimed’ a Republe in January, 
1919, refused to work the Act. 
On December 6, 1921, a treaty 
was signed with the British Gov- 
ernment, which was embodied in 
the Irish Free State (Agree- 
ment) ‘Act, 1922. Under thia 
Treaty Ireland - was to have the 
same constitutional status “in 
the community of nations known 
as the Britiah Empire”. ‘an the 
self-governing Dominions, and to 
be called the Irish Free State, 
Its position in relation to the 
Imperial Parliament and Govern- 
ment is that of the Dominion of 
Canada, and it undertakes its own 
constal defence—the establish- 
ments of the Irish defence forces 
not to exceed such proportion to 
the British military eatablish- 
ment as the population of Ire. 
land bears to the population of 
Creat Britain, The present Gov- 
ernor-General, who succeeded the 
late Mr. Timothy Healy in 1928, 
is Mr, James MeNeill.J

STORY DENIED. : 


No Personal Cable to 
Gandhi. 


VICEROY ON SAFEGUARD. 


Rugby, Friday. 


The newspaper story that Mr. 
Wedgwood-Benn, Seerctary for 
Indin, had sont a peraonal telegram 
to Gandhi, was ollictally dented In 
London to-day, and a published 
atatement that'in any futuro Round 
Table Conterence constitutional 
safeguards would be regarded as 
being entirely open to discussion 
was described as a distortion of the 
trua position, 

This was touched upon by tho 
Viceroy, Lord Irwin, in a speech at 
a farewell banquet in his honour at 
New Delhi Inst night. Ho said 
that the safeguards suggested at 
the Round Table Conference had 
been subjected to some critictam 
and * migunderstanding, Indtan 
opinion was surely not less anxious 
than any opinion in Great Britain 
to see ample security provided 
where necessary for the good of 
Indin in the sphere of credit and 
finance, : 

It was the considered view of His 
Mujeaty’s Government that in the 
interest of India it waa imperntive 
to provide offective safeguards for 
the = maintenance of financial 
stability and for the protection of 
Indin’s eredit. ' 

The Government had renched the 
conclusion that to secure this 
purpose the financial safeguarda 
discussed at the Round Table Con- 
ference were casential. 

Financial Safeguards, 

If however, In the course of fur- 
ther constitutional discusaions, any 
of those participating in them 
desired to suggest other financial 
safeguards the Government, in ac- 
cordanee with the terma of tho 
Statement issued on March f by the 
Governor-General In Council, avould 
not wish to limit thelr right to do 
so,‘and would be prepared to give 
such suggestiona careful consldern- 
tion. 

Acceptance by the Government of 
such an alternative — suggestion 
would depend on the ability of those 


proposing them to convinea the Gov- |" 


ernment that they would be cqually 
effective for the purpose described, 
Lord Irwin said that only a shallow 
critic would undervalue the power- 
ful and promising framework which 
the Round Table Conference had 
prepared.—British Wireless. Ser- 
vice.

Swarming of Mutterfles. 

Ong of the moat characteristic: of 
flowering plants found in’ the 
tropics Is the group called the 
APOCYNACEAR, The Periwinkle, ° 
Vinea, {8 one of the fow gonera 
which grow in lomperate countrics « 
but there’ are many other gonera 
here the best known boing tho 
Oleander, Nerium, On the moun.‘ 
(ain sides and Jn the stream beds of 
the colony are two wenera which at 
the- moment are in flower and have 
special interest. One Js Strophan- 
thus to be referred to presently, the 
other ia a twiner which has aweet 
amelling flowers. Thia plant 
atraggles over the low trees In cer- 
tain spots in the Aberdeen * valley 
end its young shoots, covered with 
sprays of flowers, hang down and 
form a feeding ground for scores of 
butteriilea, The flowers of the 
twiner,  Anodendyron lacuc, are 
yellowish white and have 6 twisted 
petals united to form a tube lke 
that of a blue bell flower, They 
are very sivect scented. 


‘Kershaw In hia book on the 
“Butterflies of Hong Kong” men- 
tions that certain species swarm in 
November but that these gather- 
ings are dispersed before the end of 
December. This may be true but 
this Inst) winter I have noticed 
swarming on many occasions eub- 
sequent to the end of December. 
Anodendron Mowers ara particular. 
ly attractive to three common

and Whistling Thrushes nest: in the 
stream valleys, Babbling Thrushes 
In bamboo clumps and in palms and 
Probably several birds of this 
species build in the same elump or 
in nelghbouring palms, We should 
like to know about ‘the nesting 
habits of the local Tailor Birds and 
Munias and would be grateful for 
any notes which would be put on 
permanent record. 

The Kowloon Foothills. 

One of the warmer «pots in this 
Colony is undoubtedly the neigh- ° 
bourhood of tho low lying hills in 
tho vicinity of the Kowloon Range 
and Golf course. A visit to that 
tocality last Sunday afternoon 
broved this fact in mora ways than 
one, Strophanthus divergens to 
which referenco has already 
been made, - ts in flower 
there whereas it fs, not yet 
in bud on tho ‘fsland ncross the 
water, This plant is a. busby 
climber with quaint fowera. They 
are yellow marked with red and 
Possess G very narrow pendulous 
petals cach lightly twisted and 
some 3 inches long. No otker 
Mong Kong plant haa fowera like 
this. The fruits of this plant have 
been referred to in previous 
“Notes,” the pafred pods may be 
more than {inches in length. The 
translation of the Chinese name fs 
“Cow'a Horn Fruit” which is de- 
seriptive of tho shape of the fruits, 
Each seed has a long process to 
which aro attached innumerable 
hairs which render it buoyant. The 
seeds are very polsonous (ns are 
those of most APOCYNACEAE) 
and are used as a basis for arrow 
polson for clephants in Afrlea, 
The heart stimulant and very 
powerful drug Strophanthin is pre- 
pared from the secda of one of the ” 
several species 
Flowerlng Plants. 

In Kowloon /xora chinensis ts in 
flower and in Hong Kong the com. 
monest honey suckle, Loniecra 
ninerantha and the will Kumquat 
Fortunella (Atalanta) hinds are 
also out. Many other Apecics are 
coming out or are In full flower but 
they will have to be mentioned on 
another ‘oceaslon. Many orchids 
are out, several apecies being 2 or 
3 weeks ahead of their normal 
flowering season.

Captain Methuen, replying to Mr. 
McClure (prosecuting), said that if

Mr, Justice Charles: Do you think 
people have no right to be on the 
rounds, Here was a big bunch of 
people standing still.

This conclusion Is based on the |’ 


support given to the. thirty-first 
annual nationsl show by the au- 
tomobile Industry held hore dur- 
ingg the last week, There are ren- 
sons for It in the bellef of the 
automobile mesgnates, 

A few of the renaons Were sum- 
med up by R. H. Grant, Viee-Pre- 
eident of General Motora Corporn- 
tion, in an interview after he had 
seen the New York Show which 
ended to-day, 

Recently, the National Automo- 
bile Chamber of Commerce decid- 
ed to find out if new modela are 
belny introduced too frequently 
for the good of the Industry and 
the pubic. The question Inter. 
lovks with that of tha atatua of 
the Automobile Show, because sur- 
veys made Independently indicate 
that between 40 and 50 per cent. of 
the new jobs nre brought forward 
during Automobile Show periods. 

Tn talking about these mnattera, 
Mr. Grant speaka in the Hght of 
experience that goca back throug? 
the yenra that ho served as henff of 
the Chevrolet merchandising organ- 
isation, Prior to thnt, Mr. Grant 
had his initlal training in the cash 
register field, from which he came 
to general motors. 

“Yes.” he said, “I am a bollfever 
in the Automobile Show, and partl- 
cularly the national exhibitions held 
aunually in New York and Chicago. 
This is because the attendanca haa 
Indicated from year to year over. a 
Yong period, that the public Interest 
is there. 
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Naturally, 1 am interested: In 
the public interest because I am In- 
torested-In solling automoblies; and 
{t Is casler to soll something that 
there {s a natural, spontaneous 
public Interest in. If tho 
public already {is  Intorosted, 
naturally one «does not have 
to go out as. salesman to 
create St, This is the hardest part 
of selling soma types of products.” 

“To whnt extent,” Mr. Grant was 
asked, “Can shows be credited with 
stimulating the manufacture and 
sale of cars?” 

“Woll,””| was hia anower, “the 
psychological renction of tho public 
for one thing indicates tho oxtent 
to which now Intorest has been 
rekindled In the industry from year 
to year. The annual shows havo 
helped to Increase antomobile manu- 
facturing volume materially, but by 
just what per cent. nobody will aver 
know. 

.“The shows too, hnve the affect 
of renewing the energy of tho en- 
kinecring, production and sales 
forces of the factories, They aro 
thus afforded an opportunity to seo 
wench other and cach othor’s pro. 
thicts and to draw Inapfration there- 
from. 

A Wonderful Stimulation. 

“The dealers ay well fool the samo 

stimutus. and bonoflt by it. Tho 
shows put on throughout the coun- 
try by the denter associations ara a 
wonderful contribution to the con- 
atant atlmulation the andustty {8 
tiven,” 

On the question of 1 new modo 
introduction and its frequoncy, Mr. 
Grant said the industry must move 
forward whenever engineoring and 
design have somothing worth while 
to contribute. 

“The frequency of model chang- 
ing,” she sald, “for the best Inter- 
ests of everybody concerned, has 
‘probably beon overdone by some 
‘makora, Model changea must take 
' placa in the course of progress, but 
the best of bualness judgment 
should be used and the intorests of 
everyone concerned—the public, tho 
denlor and tha manufacturer— 
should be takon into consideration, 

“To my mind, it Ia a mistake to 
try to stimulnte the industry by 
merely putting a new overcont on a 
car, but if new designa have bean 
ereated in a now style which is dls- 
tinctly more plensing; or If en- 
gincers have worked out mechan+ 
{sma to make cara casfer to. handlo 
and more comfortable to ride in, 
then Jt is to the Interest of tho 
public to get the benefit of this 
progreas at proper intervals of 
tlme.”" 

Mr. Grant added that the trend

SEA SOUNDING DEVICE. 


Press A Button and You Know 
The Depth. 


For a number of years seientists 
and marine experts of the Marecont 
Company have been engaged in ex. 
perimenting with sounding devices 
for use on board ship. Following 
these exhaustive experiments a new 
company, known as the Marconi 
Sounding Device .Company, Ltd.

Marconi companies, 


The Marconi sounding | device 
takes accurate soundings directly 
underneath the ship on which it fa 
installed. The apparatus is fully 
automatic and set in action by the 
pressing of a button on the ship's 
bridge, or wherever it is desired to 
instal the indicator. On the button 
being pressed the Indicator shows 
at once the depth of water imme- 
diately under the ship by means of 
na pointer which moves over the 
surface of a ecale and remains sta- 
tionary for about 10 seconds at the 
correct depth. This operation is 
repeated four times a minute until 
the apparatus is switched off. The 
working of this device is not in any 
way affected by the apecd at which 
the ship fs travelling, and being 
automatic it requires no human skill 
jn operation. The actunl operation 
consists of the emission of an 
elastic wave through tho water 
which 1s directed vertically down- 
wards, On renching the  sea-bed 
this wave is reflected back to the 
ship’s bottom where a suitable re- 
celver Is Instatled. In the Marconi 
installation the tracymitter and re- 
celver are {dentical. 

The truly economic value of this 
apparatus can boat be appreciated 
when it {8 renlised that of the dif- 
ferent kinds of casualtics attending 
ships, strandings, and kindred 
casualties are the most prolific 
cause of disaster, and to such 
casualties are attributed 60 per 
cent. of the loases of steamers and 
motor ships,

Religions of the 
' "World. 


["Rellgions of the World: Thelr 
Nature and Their History,” by 
Professor Carl Clemen and 
Eleven Other Collaborators; 
George E. ‘Harrap & Co., Ltd, 
1h/- net.) 

Books on the religions of the 
world may generally be placed 
under-one of the three different 
typeni— 

(a) There la the broad survey 
by one mind, attempting — to 
fnalyse the expression of the re 
Uglous conseiousnesa and emotion 
na dinplayed in,each of the differ- 
unt relighons of the world. This 
method has certain marked disad- 
vantagesa aa well as some advan- 
tages, One mind ean hardly sur. 
vey with’ any rensonable hope of 
aceurncy or insight all the differ- 
ent rveliydona, liven to’ attempt 
auch may only blunt the praper 
appreciation of any, and may give 
rise to a cyniend distrust of all, 
Sti, such a system has its advan- 
tages. AU the religions are view- 
ed, more or leas, from the outside, 
und n better appreciation ia this 
gained, not only of thelr place in 
the world of thoujtht, but of their 
effect on one another and of the 
elements borrowed hy the young. 
er from the older reHyion. No 
religion is probably given that 
rupreme pedestal above eriticism 
or examination on to which the 
rapt devotee may clevate the re- 
ligion of his choice, 

Survey by Many Minds, 

(b) Another type of the his- 
tory of religions may ben brow 
survey by imany minds, each writ- 
er geivings acdetailed account of the 
religion on which he has become 


an acknowledged authority, This 
syatem has also ita ndvantages 
and disadvantages, It In often 
more authoritative In its acholar- 
ship and outlouk than a beok by a 
alngle nuther ean he. Tho read- 
er’ may be able to sense this os 
he renda the accounts of the reli- 
nlons. The viewpoint will prob- 
ably alwo be objective, an an au- 
thor who takes a ncholarly Hfe- 
sludy of a religion fa unlikely t6 
be n whole-hearted convert. On 
the other hand, such so work Is 
almost bound to have leas unity, 
and less system than a work by a 
single author, Each writer must 
be Inft a certnin Intitude, One 
writer may treat his subject more 
or Jeans historically; another, more 
or less theologically; yet another 
with = philosophical detachment, 
The final result fails to give the 
different religions in their true 
perapective in the world’s history, 

(c) Yet a third method Is to 
get a firm believer in each of the 
different religions to write an ace 
count of the religion of his choice. 
This, of courac, has advantages.. 
The best face possible ja put on 
each religion; and it is always a 
very pleasing thing to read an ac- 
count of a religion in whieh one 
docs not believe written by one 
who fa a fervent believer. 

On the other hand, there are 
numerous disadvantages. We very 
much doubt if a firm believer in 
any religion could write na satis. 
factory necount of the foundations 
and history of that Faith. The 
very fact that it is hia religion 
and that he has accepted it places 
it outalde the reach of his critical 
faculty and historical judgment.

The prenent volume under’ re- 
view can mont rennonnbly bo plac- 
od under ciass (b) in the above 
division, A number of German 
nuthorities on the different rell- 
sions has ench given an account of 
the religion on which he ia an au- 
thority under tha general cditor- 
uhip of ‘Professor Carl Clemen, 

Tho result ia a volume of deep 
Interest. The dilferent religions 
ure cach trented with great learn- 
ing by n number. of scholara train-/ 
ed in the science of comparntive 
voligion, There are, of course,~in- 
equalities. The Indian religions 
and Buddhism are handled with 
marked skill und learning, and the 
short trentisos on. them are 
opitomes’ of yrent value. We 
don't think quite so highly of the 
accounta of the Chinese and Japan. 
eae religions—but, then, these are 
much more difficult to deal with. 

Teligion of the Hebrews, ° 

The writer of the article on the 
Religion of the Hebrews’ has 
taken up rather a different stand- 
point, He ts not oppressed with 
too deep a bellef in the acience of 
comparative religion; and we 
sometimes «ct the idea that logic 
In not his strong point. In fact, 
from perusing the article the 
reader might easily come to the 
conclusion that the author was a 
Jew with a brief for Moses. 

The treatment of the Hebrew 
religion cia more remarkable for 
what {fs left out than for what is 
inctuded. Nothing is emphasised 
of the hardness of the ald Hebrew 
religion; nothing of ita phallle- 
ism; and the low estimate of 
women, instead of being emphaata- 
ed, is ina kind of obverse exalt- 
ed into a virtue by saying, “It ia, 
indeed, n characteristic feature of 
the Hebrow religion that the

FIRST TUNNEL. 


Great Ennineer’s Strange Teacher. 

There are more than nan dozen 
tunnels under the River Thames In 
the London aren and soon it In ex- 
pected that another will be begun 
farther down the river, to connect 
up the counties of Kent and Essex. 
Tt is to coat £3,000,000. 

To make such a tunnel under a 
river ix a great engincering feat, 
but In these days it is undertaken 
with confidence, for the experience 
of the past and the splendid 
machinery for tunnelling which

now exists make the engineers sure 
that they will be able to do their 
work well and quickly. 

But to make the firat tunnel 
under the River Thames, between 
Wapping and Rotherhithe, wag by 
no menns an easy task. Tho first 
brick of this tunnel was laid exact- 
ly 106 years ago, and-the story of 
how man made a tunnel under a 
riverway for the firat time-ia a 
rent romanre of engineering. 


For n long time there had been 
an iden to construct o passagoway 
under the Thames, and a start was 
actually made by Robert 
Trevithick, the Cornish miner who 
invented a locomotive, but the 
wator soon rushed in and tho tun- 
nel was abandoned. 


Then a French rofugeo, Marc 
Tsambard Brunnel, who had como 
to England and Invented many 
clover things, thought of n brilliant 
iden. He had studied the teredo, 
a long worm-shaped relation of the 
cocklo and mussel which {8 often 
wrongly called the ship-worm, and 
noticed that whon it bored into 
timber it lincd ita tunnol with a 
which made the 
passage watertight. 

“Here,” thought Brunol, “is tho 
very Idea for a tunnel under the 
Thames, Man must {mitato tho 
tunnel] as ho diga it.” — f 

Ho {ntorested a number of rich 
fon, and soon A company. was 
formed and tho.tunnel was begun. 
Brunol had invented an Iron shfold 
divided into compartmonta in 
which a number of man could work 


digging out the carth, while othors 


drala, 


followed up behind and bricked the | 
tumnel round, s0 making it strong’ 
and waterproof. ! 

There were ‘accidents, some af | 
them fatal, and the water broke in 
more than once. But the brave en- 
gineer persevered, and finally on 
March 26, 1843, the tunnel was 
opened, 

Brunel was knighted by Queen 
Victoria, but the strain of the work 
had told upon him so much that 
he did not live long to enjoy ‘hia 
honour. The tunnel was first used 
for foot passengers, but now a rail- 
Way runs through it from North to 
South London. 


GOOD WORK THAT LASTS. 


In mail week an old violin 
put up to auction in London, 
the enormous price of £1,500 was 
paid for it. The inatrument was 
no ordinary violin, It was made 
by Antonlo Stradivari, a workman 


was 
and 


of Cremona, in Italy, 246 yeonrs 
ago, and Stradivari, or as he call- 
ed himself in Latin Stradivarius, 
made the finest violina that have 
ever heen made in the history of 
the world, 

As a boy he had been appren- 
ticed to Nicholas Amati, who up 
to that time had made the best 
violins, but Stradivarius beat his 
master at his own game He 
learned all he could, and then 
paid such attention to his work 
and atudied so hard to improve 
himself that he made better and 
better instruments, 

Among other ‘things he invent- 
ed n awvonderful varnish, which no 
ono has ever been able to make 
sinee, and this had a good deal to 
do with causing the Strad violins 
to give out such beautiful sounds. 

Stradivarius did not sreceive 
large auma for his instrumenta In 
his Hfctime: probably a pound or 
two was the biagest price he re- 
celved, and he would have been 
very aurprined to know what his 
Vloling now acll for. But although 
he did not make a lot of money 
ho worked very hard and took 
great pride in his work.

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Cathedral, besides fifty-two other 
churches, after the Great Fire of 
London. That occurred in 1666. 

Wren alro desfyned those two 
towers’ which form the most faml- 
Mar part of Westminster Abbey. 
Muny people think they are very 
old, but as a matter of fact they 
were only built after Wren's death 
[fr the eighteenth century. 

But he was not only a great ar- 
chitect—indeed, he was not an 
architect at.atl by profeasion— 
he was really an astronomer, and 
atudiod the heavens at Oxford 
University where he was Profes- 
sor of Astronomy, Then, when 
London was burnt, he was called 
away to help in rebuilding it, and 
tf hia designs had been carried 
out Londpn woukl have been one 
of the fincat citles in the world. 

Thon Sir Christopher Wren built 
the tall Monument whieh ‘atands 
near London Bridge. There are 
345 stepa, and you can walk right 
to tho top and from a grent height 
Jook down on London.‘ 

Its purpose was to commemor- 
ate the destruction of London in 
the Great Fire. Aw it was a hol- 
low column, thero was a proposal 
to uso it as a teloscone. Tho stars 
are always In the sky, but In day- 
tima the glare of aunlight makes 
them [nvistblo:

writer, and as a thinker vantly 
supertor to any of the authorities 
quoted at the end of the chapter 
on Greek and Roman religion, 

Then no mention is made of the 
brilliant researches of Dr, Rendel 
Harris; and the worka of the 
Japanaae on their own religion 
(eg. Professor Kato on ‘Shinto’) 
nye never as much aa referred .to. 
We might continuc these critic 
tams almost indefinitely, but a 
hook. which has so many claims on 
our praise should bo engerly 
bought and read, 

Lack of Good Taste. 

Professor Carl Clemen haa done 
his work na general editor, for the 
mont part, with discretion, and his 
own articles’ are well balanced 
and full, Yet we cannot help 
commenting on bla Inck of good 
taste in allowing o statement Hike 
that made by Professor Otto 
Strauss on paye 96:— 

“Even after the Mohammedan 
domination of India had conaed, 
however, the religioua  differ- 
encey between Hindua and 
Mohammedans continued to play 
‘large part in the Hfe of Indin. 
The British Government haa ex- 
ploited them to the  utmeat.” 
(talies oura), 

Unverifiable charges of this des- 
cription do not enhance the res- 
rect fer depth . af scholarship of 
the author. They ‘only show how 
possible it is to devote a life-time 
to xesearch and acholarship and 
yet to have the intellect un- 
broadened, the judgment undove- 
Joped, the moral fibre unquieken- 
ad. If you sernateh a German pro- 
fersor you get—thia.

In some of the important 
passages of his speech Army Minis- 
ter Grocner siya: 

Germany hos an army of 100,000 
soldiers and n small navy of 15,000 
men, an army which Jacks every 
kind of modern accessory of war- 
fare atch us neroplanes, tanks, 
heavy artitticry submarines, otc, a 
defensive system which causes very 
high costs to a State, pruperised by 
the war and war reporations, com- 
pared to other army constilutions, 
a protective body, based in the cast 
chiehy on a few fixed guns in the 
fortress of Konigsbery. By tho 
Uline the Inter-AHied Military Com- 
mission had concluded ita work 
Germany was disarmed and help- 
le Now Germany claims for her- 
self the same measure of safety 
which all other Statea claim. Ger- 
many demands equality of rights, 
alo in the questlon of disarma- 
ments, Does there exist a country 
which require this safety more than 
Germany. eittated in the heart of 
Central Europe, which is torn into 
two party and whose frontiers aro 
exposed in the west and the east, 
while Ita sovercign alghts are ex- 
tenslvely restricted by the  ''de- 
militarised’ zone on its western 
frontier, The world ought to know 
that the question of disarmament is 
u vital question, not unly for Ger- 
many, but also for the League of 
Nations and the futuro «f the 
world, 

Protecting Frontiers. 

Hf we draw up the balance-sheet 

of forelgn military policy, we note 


an army, which ean only imperfect- 
ly fulfil Its tusk of protecting the 


frontiers of the country against at- 
tacks from outside. The vital ques- 
tion arose for Germany na to whe- 
ther hor army was to be transform- 
ed into a Pretorlan guard which 
might interfere, according to its 
own judgment, in the destinies of 
the state, or whether it might make 
this newly formed «state into the 
instrument of its policy. It was o 
matter: of extraordinary importance 
what position, withIn the total or- 
anism of tho state, would be allot- 
ted to the army. The constitution 
of Welmar placed the basis ‘in the 
relative between state and army. 
It entrusted the president of the 
German realm with its suprense 
command, it gave him the army as 
the final means of power for the 
protection of the constitution and 
for the maintenance of domeatic 
order and = calm. The army 
law of 1921 further — con- 
rolidated these foundations. One 
of its most Important  pro- 
visions is the prohtbition far all 
{ta soldiers to go in for any poli- 
tleal activity. Of course attempts 
were not lacking to tempt the Ger- 
man “Roichswohr” in this direction. 
But. with true insight into tho 
necessities of the stato the two pre- 
aldonts placed the army above the 
partics and insisted on the mainten- 
ance of thie attitude of super-party 
policy. It was only thanks to thia 
fact that times of nigh political 
tension and crisis in the state could 
be overcome. 


Modern Warfare. 

Only after it had firmly catab- 
Ushed itself nbave all the parties, 
could the army turn towards ite 
military taska. Thero were diMcult 
problema to ba solved. Tho expori- 
enco of the Great War had to be 
Ccuctifed, proved Inatitutions of the 
old army and navy had to bo taken 
over. It was o question of trying 
to compensate tho other drawbacks 
of tho dofensive. organisations, aa 
much as possible, by personal 
eMeclency and the intrinsic qualities 
of every ind{viduol soldier. Tho 
dovelopmont of the art of warfare 
lo in full progress. Modorn war- 
fare demands generally trained 
soldiors, capable of thinking and 
acting for themselves. The acees- 
sorics of training had to be adapted 
to the changed process of training. 
Our aim must be: a modern soldior, 
on {ndependent personality. acting 
on tho splor of hia-own Insight and 
fooling of responafbitity. Training
